Hat theſe Hawking-Coopers are for the moſt part Aliens , 
Foreigners, and Strangers, French, Dutch, Germans, (Fc. 
who have no fixed place of Abode or Habitation , paying 
neither Scok, nor Lot, and may be moſt truly of any, 
charged in this Bill to be Rogues, Vagabonds, and 
Sturdy-Beggers, by whom divers Felonies have been 
and are daily committed , as can be made appear. 


IT. *'Tis thought, there may be near Two Hundred of them in and about the 
Cities of Lonaon and Weſtminſter , Ten whereof are not fit and capable for 
theServiceof His Majelties Navy, in times of War,but then they uſually all 
8&7 run away, and hide themſelves, and His Majeities Occaſions are only 
performed by Houſe-keepers, their Apprentices, and Journey-men, who 
are always Impreſſed to ſuch Services, and carried into divers Ports and 
Places of this Kingdom to Work, where any part of the Fleet lies, and is to 


beſet out ; happening, many times, to be far remote from their own Habi- 
tations and Families. 


IZI. Thatthere are Coopers-ſhops almoſt in every Street and Lane, within the 

| Cities of London and Weſtminſter , or very near adjacent, in all the Liberties: 
and Suburbs thereof: And it is, and hath always been uſual, for ſuch Coopers, 

to ſend their Servants preſently to the Houles of Inhabitants , for all ſorts of 
Veſlels that want repair, or forthwith to come and amend the ſame, withour 


any Trouble or Charge at all to the Owner, in reſpect either of coming or 
ſending. | 


LV. Intereſt obligeth the Cooper-Inhabitant to be ready and willing, at all times, 
to ſend for ſuch Work, orpreſently to come and do it, as it doth Smiths, 
Carpenters, Glafiers , &c. 2nd Men in all other Trades and Profeſſions what- 


ſoever, to live and make advantage of their Callings ; and the uſual Rates 
are well known. | 


V. They are generally inſufficient and unskilful Workmen, having never 
lerved to the Coopers Trade , and by their bad, ſlight, and Inartifical Work , 


7 do much endamage and cheat His Majeſties Subjects, being under no Rule or 
, Government at all. © | 


-\, That their Hawkizg 1s only a ſpecious pretence to cover their Idleneſs, and 


wandring up and down , there being Work enough for ſuch as are willing 
to be imployed at Sea, or as Journey-men at Land. 


VII. That the ſuppreſſing ſuch diſſolute and vagrant Perſons , will be a great 


encouragement to the Coopers Trade and Manufacture in general, which is {6 
uſeful and ſerviceable tothe Crown and Navy in times of War. 


VIII. That this grievance, (in its degree,) is equally the ſame to Coopers that 
are Houſe-keepers, as it is to any other Trades whatſoever ; And the beſt 


Realons giving for paſſing this Bill , do moſt aptly ſerve for the Reaſons of 
this Proviſo,
